Just when you thought they'd petfected the beautifutgame, along conies FIFA 16 with more 
improvements and tinkering than a Brendan dodgers team sheet. Here’s what you need to know. 


L ast year’s FIFA 15 release might 
have been a gigantic leap 
forward for the series, but FIFA 
16 is taking it to the next stage. It’s the 
equivalent of giving an extra 10 per 
cent on the pitch, or that special 
something which sets Lionel Messi 
and Cristiano Ronaldo apart. 

However you view it, know 
this: after all the subtle tweaks and 
tinkering done behind the scenes, 
FIFA 16 is remarkably better than 
last year’s near-perfect game. 

Here’s how they’ve done it... 


DEFENSIVE IMPROVEMENTS 


A key problem with FIFA 15 was 
some defenders (yes, you Per 
Mertesacker) were left exposed by 
pacey attackers. It often meant you’d - 
be turned inside out and left unable 
to recover. In 16, you might still 
get beaten, but there’s an opportunity 
to get back, allowing you to hassle 
strikers to the bitter end. That’s not 
all, though: teams defend better as a 
unit, covering open space rather than 
rigidly sticking to a man, and you’ll 
even be able to throw 'Take” tackles 


to prompt attackers into making 
mistakes, as well get back on your 
feet faster after any sliding tackle.

Previously, you could either dribble 
slowly keeping the ball close to feet, 
or at full speed pushing the ball out 
in front. Now, there’s a third option: 
no-touch dribbling. It sounds odd, but 
it’s what Messi does every week. Hold 
the right trigger and you’ll move with 
the ball, without ever touching it. This 
keeps defenders on the back foot and 
gives you the opportunity to dip, feint

A small detail, but cool nonetheless. Having 
players actually follow the trajectory of the 
ball from a throw-in to your boot (and 
subsequently into row Z) is great. 


Much like the spray itself, it’s utterly 
pointless. Still, there’s something intensely 
satisfying about watching the ref applying 
what looks like shaving cream onto the pitch 
with every free-kick. 


Akinfenwa are more proportioned, 
while Zlatan Ibrahimovic^s ponytail 
is more realistic than ever, 


and escape any lunging 
tackles with a shoulder drop. 


EA decided you needed even more ways to 
rub a goal into your opponent’s face, so what 
better way to do it than by “doing a Gerrard”, 
and slipping the Steadicam a sloppy kiss? 


For some time, it’s fair to say there’s 
been a yawning gap between your 
average FIFA player, and those with 
an apparent extra five-fingers on the 
gamepad. Now there’s FIFA Trainer, 
an in-game teaching assistant which 
flashes up button combinations to 
help turn you from Roberto Soldado 
into Sergio Aguero in no time. 


Thankfully, FIFA is no longer the 
sole domain of men, and the game 
is introducing 12 international 
squads including Germany, USA and 
England. But if you’re hoping to see 
Steph Houghton clatter into Ronaldo, 
keep dreaming, because you’ll only 
be able to play other female teams 
(men’s teams wouldn’t play women 
in the sport, so FIFA doesn’t allow it). 
These girls have also helped shape 
how some men look, meaning Peter 
Crouch and even Adebayo

of Yannick Bolasie’s impressive moves that 
has become one of many new skills 
introduced into FIFA 16. Marouane Fellaini, 
look away now...

M ore than seven years of sweat and 
toil have gone into the madcap 
creation you see before you, which 
is best described as one of the closest things 
youll get to a Formula l car for the road. 

The nutters behind the GP700 set out 
to produce Australia's fastest hypercar, 
designed to not only rearrange kidneys on 
the race track, but also have pants firmly 
soiled on the road, too. 


It packs a 2.7-litre, supercharged four- 
cylinder engine that develops 700bhp. 
Better still, the svelte machine weighs just 
700kg, giving it a coveted power-to-weight 
ratio of 1:1. 

The chaps at Quantum are asking for 
nearly £500,000 to secure one of these 
monsters, but before you choke on your tea, 
consider that it can rocket from 0-62mph 
in a mind-altering 2.6 seconds and go on 


to tickle 200mph. In fact, the GP700 exerts 
2.5G through corners (about the same as 
a space shuttle launch) and more than 1.2G 
of force under heavy acceleration (slightly 
more than a skydive) thanks to a ludicrous 
amount of aerodynamic bodywork. 

And if all of that sounds a bit daunting. 
Quantum will throw in some track tuition, 
gratis.
